Retain McChord to Pre-

Chicago, July 10.—Forty mo- 
tor and shipping executives met 
at the Blackstone yesterday pre- 
paring for the I. C. C. hearings, 
which start July 27. J. C.,

ASHINGTON, July 10.

held by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in thirteen 
cities in connection with the 
investigation of transporta- 
tion carriers in competition 
with the railroads. 

Mr. McChord will make such 
recommendations as may be found 
to be of the most service in insur- 
ing the bus and truck operators of 
their rights. 

Eighty-two thousand owners of 
motor truck fleets will be directly 
affected by the hearings, in con- 
nection or compared with other 
transportation carriers, according 
figures compiled by the Na- 
Chamber of Corimerce.

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Franklin Low Gear Run 
Brings In teresting Results 


Syracuse, July 10.—Reports 
from 185 points where the 
Franklin 100-mile low-gear run 


was staged July 1 in connection 
with the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the air-cooled motor in- 
dicated that the average oil con- 
sumption was 1.46 pints per 100 
miles in low gear, which 
equivalent to 2,000 miles per gal- 
Jon in high gear. 

The average gasoline consump- 
tion was 6.85 miles per gallon in 
low gear, which is equivalent to 
24.83 miles per gallon in high gear. 

The average time required by 
this group of cars to make the trip 
was eight hours and six minutes. 
The car with what sems to be 
the fastest time record was that in 
Satramento, Cal., where a Frank- 
lin traveled in low gear to Lake 
Tahoe, overcoming an altitude of 
7,000 feet, under temperature con- 
ditions of 90 degrees. The car 
averaged 15.3 miles per hour and 
negotiated the distance in six hours 
and thirty-seven minutes. 

The Albany (N. Y.) dealer com- 
pleted his mileage in seven hours 
and fifteen minutes, and then drove 
to his salesroom, where members 
of the organization climbed into the

averaging 42 m.p.h. as a demon- 
stration that 100-mile low-gear 
drill served to make the ‘‘motor 
sweeter.” 

An interesting telegram was re-

in the world. The telegram stated 
that there was no trail for long dis- 
tances at a stretch, that the speed 
with wide open throttle at times 
was only two miles per hour, be- 
cause of the heavy sands, and that 
the last twenty miles was made up- 
grade under conditions of heavy 
going. The time was nine hours 
and fifteen minutes. Twenty-one 
gallons of gasoline were used and 
one and one-half quarters of oil. 
The temperature ranged from 122 
to 140.

Competition 


ASHINGTON, July 10.—The situation within the rub- 
ber industry regarding competition in the interna- 


tional tire trade is comprehen

of Commerce. 

“Before the World War, Amer- 
ican tire manufacturers were but 
slightly interested in export trade, 
and foreign tire markets were very 
largely supplied by manufacturers 
in England, Germany and France,” 
says Mr. Holt in his report. 


“The war caused many orders 
to be directed to American man- 
ufacturers, and many American 
companies, large and small, built 
up distribution in foreign mar- 
kets. Renewed European com- 
petition at the close of the war 
cut into American business in 
European markets _ especially. 
The growth of motor transporta- 
tion throughout the world has 
continued rapid, and while the 
share of the total export trade 
supplied by the United States is 
not now so great as in 1918 or 
1920, the actual volume of export 
business in American tires is now 
greater than ever before, and in- 
dications point to its further in- 
crease. 


“International trade in tires has 
been affected by the same circum- 
stances as other important manu- 
factured products the war. 
Currency depreciation and low 
labor- costs, first in Germany, later 
in Italy and France, have at times 
enabled manufacturers in those 
countries to produce tires more 
cheaply than in America. During 
1923 a price-cutting era in export 
tire trade was ina&igurated by the 
Michelin Company. Tire _ prices 
during the last half of 1923 and the 
first half of 1924 were frequently 
lower in foreign markets than in 
the United States, and in several 
markets this condition still prevails. 

“Naturally, interest in export 
trade fell to a low ebb. Small man- 
ufacturers, not only American, but 
also British, French and German, 
one after another withdrew from 
foreign markets, leaving the trade 
Jargely in the hands of a few large 
tire manufacturing firms, many of 
them international in character. 


“The French Michelin 
pany, manufacturers of pneu- 
matic tires of ail kinds, with 
home factories at Clermont-Fer- 
rand, France, and foreign fac- 
tories at Milltown, N. J., and 
Turin, Italy, has been the strong- 
est individual competitor’ of 
American tires in export tire 
trade since 1920. Recently 
Michelin has begun negotiations 
for establishment of a branch 
factory at Stoke-on-Trent, Eng- 
land, and the company is also re- 
ported to be considering the 
construction of a factory at 
Mainz, Germany. Michelin is 
also developing a rubber planta- 
tion of 120,000 acres in Indo- 
China. 

“The British Dunlop Company, 
manufacturers of both pneumatic 
and solid tires of all descriptions, 
with home factories at Birming- 
ham, England, and foreign fac- 
tories in France, Germany and the 
United States, is a less 
strong competitor. Through in- 
terlocking capital control the com- 
pany is associated with the Japa- 
nese Dunlop and the Canadian 
Dunlop companies. The 
lian Dunlop Company has 
many years .been independent, 
though it is understood that 
firm has certain agreements 
British Dunlop.

| Persan tires, has factories in both 
England and France. 

“It is evident that firms with for- 
eign branch factories are able to 
take full advantage of tariff prefer- 
entials accorded by consuming mar- 
kets to the countries in which such 
factories are located. Companies 
with Canadian branch factories se- 
cure the benefit of lower tariff 
rates than American companies in 
many British possessions such 
1New Zealand, the British West 
! Indies and South Africa. Com- 
| panies with French factories are 
able to enter their tires free of im- 
port duty into Algeria, Tunis, 
Indo-China, the French West 
Indies, Madagascar, and certain 
other French colonies. 

“The natural result of these 
conditions has been the central- 
ization to a latge extent, of tire 
competition in foreign markets 
in the hands of a limited num- 
ber of large companies, with fac- 
tories located in various coun- 
tries. A considerable number of 
medium-sized and several even of

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The Tire Makers Pass It On 


URING recent months many voices have been raised in 
protest against tire prices, which were averred to be 
altogether out of keeping with the spot prices of rubber 
which happened to obtain when the critics were talking. 
The Automotive Daily News has pointed out from time to 
time that retail prices of tires do not and cannot be predi- 
cated on the spot rubber prices of the moment. The big tire 
Companies must buy ahead. They must carry stocks. to 
upply their mills for at least three months and in many 
ses for longer periods. It follows then that the retail 
Prices of tires are based on the cost of rubber bought three 
months or more ago. 
That this is exactly true is borne out by the fact that 

the tire companies are now cutting prices to conform to the 
tost of rubber after the slump in that material came, in the 
parly spring. This means that the companies have now 
worked off their inventories of rubber bought during the 
inflation period which reached its climax last winter. 
In spite of unthinking criticism, the tire manufacturers 
have not displayed undue greed and as soon as inventory 
tosts made it possible they have passed on to the consuming 
public the benefit of the break i in the rubber market. 


Motorization 


N the table of motor vehicle registrations throughout the 

world, which was recently issued by the Department of 
(Commerce, some very interesting facts are disclosed. The 
percentage column, showing the ratio of cars to people in 
the various countries is especially significant. 

Taking the United States as the basis of comparison, 
with its one car to every six inhabitants, we still find various 
other lands which have achieved a high degree of motoriza- 
tion. For instance Canada now has a ration of one to 
thirteen and New Zealand treads fast on the dominion’s heels 
with a showing of one to fourteen. Australia with one to 
twenty comes next. Denmark follows with one to fifty-one, 
leading both Great Britain and France where the ratios are 
one to fifty-five and one to fifty-three, respectively. It is 
Burprising to find Argentina with the same ratio as Great 
Britain, namely one to fifty-five, since the latter country 
has a well developed automotive industry of its own and the 
South American republic must depend entirely on importa- 
tion. Further England has an excellent system of high- 
ways and Argentina has practically none, outside the towns 
and cities. The hold which motoring has achieved on Scan- 
dinavia is indicated by the ratios of Sweden and Norway, one 

o seventy-five and one to ninety-nine, respectively, plus the 
remarkable showing of Denmark, mentioned above. 

All of this shows the remarkable strides that have been 
pate in the last few years in educating foreign nations to 

ccept motoring as a definite factor in their daily lives, as 
the United States already has done. 
Hidden in these figures there is a lesson, which we 
shall do well to take to heart. It is this: England, one of 
the first nations to take up motoring, with a fine high- 
way system, with an automotive industry turning out 
an excellent product, falls far below Australia and New 
Zealand, is surpassed by Denmark and equalled by the 
Argentine, every one of which must import every vehicle 
it uses. The answer is simply excessive taxation. 
Thousands of cars are rusting in British garages because 
their owners cannot afford to pay the taxes that are 
‘ levied upon them. We shall do extremely well to bear all 
this in mind as our state and local legislators evince more 
and more of an intention of piling on motor vehicles and 
their owners all the taxes that carelessness will endure.

Montreal Dealers 
Lose 5% Tax Cut 


Montreal, July 10.—The auto- 
mobile business, which already 
complained of being badly buf- 
feted by the budget, is again the 
main sufferer from the trick of 
fortune by which a number of 
taxation changes which followed 
on the last budget go into the 
discard because dissolution of 
Parliament came _ before they 
had been ratified. 

One of the most outstanding 
G 


of 
these was the remission of 5 per 
cent, sales tax on passenger auto- 
mobiles under $1,200 in value pro- 


duced 40 per cent. in Canada. 
When this passed prices were at 
once reduced correspondingly by 


most of the houses which advertise 
“Delivered in Montreal’’ prices. 
Interviews with a number of the 
leading automobile houses in town 
showed that a great many cars 
have been sold at the reduced rate, 
The tax can no longer be collected 
and it must be paid. 

As one of the leading venders 
of lower priced cars in Montreal 
expressed it: ‘Once a man has 
got delivery of a car at a certain 
price, you can hardly hope to 
collect any more than the orig- 
inal price from him. Of course, 
most of us in_the automobile 
trade here havé obtained the as- 
surance of the remission, or a 
fixed tax paid price from the 
manufacturers. So probably we 
can come back on the manufac- 
turer and make him stand the 
loss. But one thing sure is, some 
one in the trade has got to lose 
that 5 per cent., or at least be 
out of that money until such 
time as he can get the govern- 
ment to recompense him.” 

Many cheaper cars are sold on 
extended payments, with compar- 
atively small installments. Hhe re- 
duction in prices, coinciding with 
the opening of the season, formed 
a powerful selling argument, and 
the automobile salesmen seem to 
have made the most of it. Accord- 
ing to many of the firms handling 
these cars, sales have been heavy. 
“Even if the man has only paid 
$5 down on his car, if he has a 
contract for the sale of it, you 
can’t go after him for the sales 
tax afterward,” another of the 
Montreal automobile men re- 
marked.
